Lobos Primed for Upset as Panthers Prepare 


To Preserve No Loss Record in Annual Game

The Lobos, underdogs to Hartnell for the third straight year, will attempt to make it three victories in a 
row over the Panthers in the game of the day in Northern California at Salinas Union High School Sta- 
dium tomorrow. The kickoff is slated for 12 o’clock and the gates will open at 10:30 a.m. to accommodate the 
large turnout that is expected for the 12th game in this hard-boiled rivalry. 


Hartnell is unbeaten, untied; and so far uninvited this year, and will be seeking its seventh win in 
this series as against four defeats. Last year the underdog Lobos trapped the favored Cats at the Lobos den 
21-14 behind the aerial antics of Jimmy Brown and Tony Aflague. 


The Lobos are expected to employ a wide open air game again this year in an attempt to knock down 
the high flying Panthers. If the Wolfpack wins it will cap off the greatest season in the eleven year history 
of the school and would polish up the already tremendous job freshman head coach George Porter has done 
for the peninsula school. Likewise if Hartnell wins it would be one of their greatest seasons, but not the 
greatest, for it would be hard to beat the Rose Bowl crew of 1952. 


The Lobos have roared through seven opponents while losing only to the Jaguars of San Jose City 
College in a fiasco at Spartan Stadium. A win for the MPCians over the Panthers would throw the Coast 
Conference Championship into a three way tie between Hartnell, San Jose, and Monterey. 


The Monterey offense led by a strong middle line, Claude Crabb, and Larry Guilford, has rolled up 
220 points in their-eight games for an average of 27.4 per game while defensively they have given up 1.6 
per game for a total of 93. The Panthers have averaged 30.2 points per game for a total of 242 while hold- 
ing the opposition virtually to a standstill in allowing only 43 points or 5.4 per game. Only San Jose 
has scored against the Panthers first team and then only once as Hartnell won that Coast Conference 
crucial at Salinas 15-6. The Panthers chief claim to fame this year is its thundering 35-6 stomping of once 
powerful Compton JC, the 40-6 beating they handed Porterville in the beginning of the season, and its 
12-0 shutout posted over a tough Fresno gang last Saturday night. 


The Lobos have posted some pretty impressive wins and undoubtedly could have run up the score a 
i couple of times, but chose to play their reserves instead.
